the ſame being now condeſcended upon, although We doubt not but all 


Our Subjetts, both Clergy and others, will receive the ſaid publick 


Form of Service with ſuch Reverence as appertaineth : Net thinking it 


neceſſary to make Our Pleaſure known, touching the Authorizing of 
the Book thereof, OUR WILL Is, and We charge you ſtraitiy and 
command, that incontinent theſe Our Letters ſeen, you paſs,and in 
Our Name and Authority command and charge all Our Subjects bot 

eccleſiaſtical and civil, by open Proclamation at the Market-Croſſes rhe 
head Burrows of this Our Kingdom, and other Places needful, To 
conform themſelves to the ſaid publick Form of Worſhip, which is the 
only Form which We (having taken the Counſel of Our Clergy) think 
fit to be uſed in GO Ds publick Worſhip in this Our Kingdom. Com- 
manding alſo all Archliſhops, and Biſhops, and other Presbyters and 
Church-men, to take à ſpecial Care that the ſame be duly obeyed 
and obſerved,and the Contraveeners condignly cenſured and puniſhed ; 
and to have ſpecial Care that every Pariſh betwixt and Paſch next, 
procure unto themſelves two at leaſt of the {aid Books of Common 
Prayer, for the Uſe of the Pariſh. The which to do, We commit to

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The PREFACE. 


HE . Church of Chriſt hath ia all Ages had a preſcript 
Form of Common Prayer, or Divine Service, as 
appeareth by the ancient Liturgies of the Greek 
and Latin Churches. This was done, as for o- 
ther great Cauſes, ſo likewiſe for retaining an U- 
niformity in God's Worſhip; a Thing moſt be- 

ſeeming them that are of one and the ſame Profeſſion. For by 

the Form that is kept in the outward Worſhip of God, Men 
commonly judge of Religion. If in that there be a Diverſity, 
ſtraight they are apt to conceive the Religion to be diverſe. 

Wherefore it were to be wiſhed, that the whole Church of 

Chriſt were one as well in Form of publick Worſhip, as in Do- ( 

ctrine: And that as it hath but one Lord, and one Faith, ſo it had i , 

but one Heart, and one Mouth. This would prevent many 7 

Schiſms and Diviſions, and ſerve much to the preſerving of U- c 

nity. But ſince that cannot be hoped for in the whole Catholick f 

Chriſtian Church, yet at leaſt in the Churches that are under the + 

0-57 wi of one Sovereign Prince the ſame ought to be endea- MF 3 

voured. : | 4 
It was not the leaſt part of our late Sovereign King James, of i : 

bleſſed Memory, his Care, to work this Uniformity in all his tu 

Dominions : But while he was about to do it, it pleaſed God to vi 

tranſlate him to a better Kingdom. His Majeſty that now ri. 

reigneth, (and long may He reign over us in all Happineſs) not i ſa. 
ſuffering his Father's good Purpoſe to fall to the Ground, but an 
treading the ſame Path, with the like Zeal and pious Affection, 


gave Order, ſoon after his coming to the Crown, for the framing — 


of a Book of Common Prayer, like unto that which is received 
in the Churches of Enzland and Treland, for the Uſe of this 
Church. After many Lets and Hinderances, the ſame cometh

Service-Book of England. But we ſhould defire them that ſhall 


take this Exception, to conſider, that being as we are, by God's 
Mercy,of one true Profeſſion, and otherways united by many 


Bonds, it had not been fitting to vary much from theirs, our 


eſpecially coming forth after theirs, ſeeing the Diſturbers of the 
Church both here and there, ſhould by our Differences, if they 
had been great,taken Occaſion to work more Trouble. There- 


fore did we think meet to adhere to their Form, even in the Fe- 


ſtivals, and ſome other Rites, not as yet received nor obſerved 
in our Church, rather than by omitting them, to give the Ad- 
verſary to think, that we diſliked any part of their Service. 

Our firſt Reformers were of the ſame Mind with us, as ap- 
peareth by the Ordinance they made, that in all the Pariſhes of 
this Realm, the Common Prayer ſhould be read Weekly on 
Sundays, and other Feſtival Days, with the Leſſons of the Old 


and New Teſtament, conform to the Order of the Book of 


Common Prayer (meaning that of England; forit is known that 
divers Years after we had no other Order for Common Prayer.) 
This is recorded to have been the firſt Head concluded in a fre- 
quent Council of the Lords and Barons oe | 
We keep the Words of 
the Hiſtory *; Religion was not then placed in — Ene vr 64d 
Rites and Geſtures, nor Men taken with the Fan- e 
cy of extemporary Prayers. Sure, the publick Worſhip of God 
in His Church, being the moſt ſolemn Action of us His poor Crea- 
tures here below, ought to be performed by a Liturgy ad- 
viſedly ſet and framed, and not according to the ſudden and va- 
rious Fancies of Men, This ſhall ſuffice for the preſent to have 
ſaid. The God of Mercy confirm our Hearts in His Truth, 
and preſerve us alike from Prophaneneſs and Superſtition. Amer.

. Presbyters and Deacons ſhall be bound to ſay daily the 


Morning and Evening Prayer, either privately or openly, ex- 

cept they be let or hindered by ſome urgent Cauſe. Of which 

Cauſe, if it be frequently pretended, they are to make the" Biſhop of 
the Dioceſs, or the Archbiſhop of the Province,the Judge and Allower. 
And the Curate that miniſtreth 5 Pariſh-Churth of 5+ 
being at Home, and not being otherwiſe reaſonably let; Wall ſay 
the ſame in the Pariſh-Church or Chappel where he and 
ſhall toll a Bell thereto, à convenient Time before ha begins, that ſuch 
4: be diſpoſed, may come to hear God's Word, andis pray with him.

F ſuch Ceremonies as be uſed in the Church, and have had F . 
O their Beginning by the Inſtitution of Man: Some at the 
firſt were of godly Intent and Purpoſe deviſed, and yet 
at length turned to Vanity and Superſtition: Some entred into 
the Church by undiſcreet Devotion, and ſuch a Zeal as was 
without Knowledge; and for becauſe they were winked at in 
the beginning, they grew daily to more and more Abuſes, which e 
not only for their Unprofitableneſs, but alſo becauſe they have 
much blinded the People, and obſcured the Glory of God, are 
worthy to be cut away and clean rejected: Other there be, 
which although they have been deviſed by Man, yet it is thought i 
good to reſerve them ſtill, as well for a decent Order in the 
Church (for the which they were firſt deviſed) as becauſe they 
pertain to Edification, whereunto all things done in the Church 
(as the Apoſtle teacheth) ought to be referred: And although * 
the keeping or omitting ofa Ceremony, in it ſef eonſidered, is 
but a ſmall thing: yet the wilful and contemptuous Tranſgreſſion 
and Breaking of a common Order and Diſcipline, is no ſmall 
Offence before God. N : = 
Let all things be done among you, (ſaith St. Paul) in a ſeemly and 
due Order. The Appointment of the which Order, pertaineth | 
not toprivate Men : Therefore no Man. ought to take in hand, 
nor preſume to appoint or alter any publick or common Order in 
- Chriſt's Church, except he be lawfully called and authorized 
thereunto. | | | | 
And whereas in this our Time,the Minds of Men are ſo divers 
that ſome think it a great Matter of Conſcience, to depart from 
a piece of the leaſt of their Ceremonies, they be ſo addicted to 
their old Cuſtoms; and again, on the other ſide, ſome be ſo 
new-fangled, that they would innovate all Things, and ſo de- 
ſpiſe the old, that nothing can like them but that is new; it was 
thought expedient, not ſo much to have reſpe& how to pleaſe 
and fatisfy either of theſe Parties, as how to pleaſe God, and 
profit them both. And yet leſt any Man ſhould be offended, 
whom good Reaſon might ſatisfy, here be certain Cauſes rend- 
red, why ſome of the accuſtomed Ceremonies be put away,and 
ſome retained and kept till. 
Somigare* put away, becauſe the great Exceſs and Multitude 
of the bath ſo increaſed in theſe latter Days, that the Burden 
of them;wasintolerable. Wherefore St. Auguſtine in his Time wi 
complained, that they were grown to ſuch a Number, that the 
Eſtate of Chriſtian People was in worſe Caſe concerning ba

But what would St. Auguſtine have ſaid, if he had ſeen the Ce- 
remonies of late Days uſed among us; whereunto the Multitude 
= uſed in his Time was not to be compared? This our exceſſive 
in 7 Multitude of Ceremonies was ſo great, and many of them ſo 
ich dark, that they did more confound and darken, than declare 
ave and et forth Chriſt's Benefits unto us. 
are | And beſides this, Chriſt's Goſpel is not a Ceremonial Law (as 
be, much of Moſes Law was) but it is a Religion to ſerve God; not 
ght in Bondage of the Figure or Shadow, but in the Freedom of the 
the Spirit, being content only with thoſe Ceremonies which do 
1ey ſerve to a decent Order and godly Diſcipline, and ſuch as be apt 
rch to ſtir up the dull Mind of Man to the Remembrance of his Duty

in theſe our Doings we condemn no other Nations, nor preſcribe 
any thing, but to our own People only. For we think it conve- 
nient, that every Country ſhould uſe ſuch Ceremonies as they 


ſhall think beſt to the ſetting forth of God's Honour and Glory, 
and to the reducing of the People to a moſt perfect and godly 
Living, without Error or Superſtition : And that they ſhould put 
away other things, which from time to time they perceive to be 


moſt abuſed, as in Men's Ordinances it often chanceth diverſly,

February, and in that Month ſo far as the Pſalms are ap- 
pointed for 28 or 29 Days in the Leap-Year. | 

And whereas many Months have 31 Days apiece, it is ordered 
that the Pſalms ſhall be read the laſt Day of the ſaid Months 
which were read the Day before ; ſo that the Pſalter may begin 
again the firſt Day of the next Month enſuing. $0 

And where the Cxix Pſalm is divided into 22 Portions, and is 

_ over-long to be read at one time; it is ſo ordered, that at one 

time ſhall not be read above Four or Ec of the ſaid Portions, as 
you ſhall perceive to be noted in this Table following.

ſaw his miracles which he did 


on them that were diſeaſed. 


And jeſus went up into a 
mountain, and there he ſat with 


his diſciples. And the paſſo- 
yer a feaſt of the Jews, was 
nigh. When Jeſus then lift up 
his eyes, and ſaw a great com- 


pany come unto him, he faith 
unto Philip, Whence ſhall we 


buy bread that theſe may eat? 


(And this he ſaid to prove him: 
for he himſelf knew what he 


would do) Philip anfwered 


him, Two hundred penny- 
worth of bread is not ſufficient 
for them, that every one of 
them may take a little. One 


of his diſciples, Andrew, Si- 


mon Peters brother, faith unto 
him, There is a lad here, which 
hath five barley loaves, and two 
ſmall fiſhes : but what'are they 
among ſo many? And Jeſus 
ſaid, Make the men fit down. 
Now there was much graſs in 
the place. So the men fat 
down, in number about five 
thouſand. And Jeſus took the 
loaves, and when hehad given 
thanks, he Uifſtributed to the 
diſciples, and the diſciples to 
them that were ſet down, and 
likewiſe of the fiſhes, as much 
as they would. When th 

were filled, he ſaid unto his 
diſciples, Gather up the frag- 
ments that remain, that no- 
thing be loſt. Therefore they 
gathered them together, and 


filled twelve baskets with the 


fragments of the five barley 
loaves, which remained over 
and above, unto them that had 
eaten. 'Then thoſe men, when 
they had ſeen the miracle that 
Jeſus did, faid, This is of a 
truth that prophet that ſhould 
come into the world.

tion for us. For if the blood

W Hich of you convinceth 
i me of ſin? And if I ſay 


the truth, why do ye not be- 
lieve me: He that is of God, 
heareth Gods words: ye there- 
fore hear them not, becauſe ye 
are not of God. Then anſwe⸗ 
red the Jews, and ſaid unto 
him, Say we not well that thou 
art a Samaritan, and haſt a de- 
vil? Jeſus anſwered, I have 
not a devil: but I honour my 
Father, and ye do diſhonour 
me. And I ſeek not mine own 
glory, there is one that ſeek- 
eth and judgeth. Verily verily 
I fay unto you, If a man keep 
my faying, he ſhall never {cc 
death. Then faid the Jews un- 
tohim, Now we know that 
thou haſt a devil. Abraham 
is dead, and the prophets, and 


thou ſayeſt, If a man keep my | 


ſaying, he ſhall never taſte of 
death. Art thou greater than 
our father Abraham, which is 
dead? and the prophets are 
dead: whom makeſt thou thy 


ſelf? Jeſus anſwered, If I ho- | 


nour my ſelf, my honour is no- 
thing : it is my Father that ho- 
noureth me, of whom ye ſay, 
that he is your God: yet ye 
have not known him, but I 
know him: and if I ſhould ſay, 
I know him not, I ſhall be a 
liar like unto you: but I know 
him, and keep his ſaying. Your 
father Abraham rejoyced to ſee 
my day: and he ſaw it, and was 
glad. Then ſaid the Jews unto 
him, Thou art not yet fifty 


years old, and haſt thou ſeen 


Abraham? Jeſus ſaid unto 
| them, 
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them, Verily verily I ſay unto 
you, Before Abraham was, I 
am. Then took they up ſtones 
to caſt at him: but Jeſus hid 
himſelf, and went out of the 
temple, going through the 
midſt of them, and ſo paſfed by.

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God, which of thy tender 
love towards man, haſt ſent 


our Saviour Jeſus Chriſt,” to 
take upon him our fleth, and

both follow the example of his 
patience, and be made parta- 
kers of his reſurrection, 
through the ſame Jeſus Chriſt 
our Lord.

Et this mind be in you, 
which was alſo in Chrif 
Jeſus : who being in the form 
of God, thought it not robbery 
to be equal? with God: But 
made himſelf of no reputation, 
and took upon him the form of 


aſervant, and was made in the 


likeneſs of men. And being 
found in faſhion as a man, he 


| humbled himſelf, and became 


obedient unto death, even the 
death of the croſs. Wherefore 
God alſo hath highly exalted 
him, and given him a name 
which is above .every name : 
that at the name of Jeſus every 
knee ſhould bow, of things in 
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heaven, and things in earth, 
and things under the earth: and 
that every tongue ſhould con- 
feſs, that Jeſus Chriſt is Lord, 
to the glory of God the Father. 
The Goſpel. Matth. 26. 1. 

A Nd it came to paſs, when 
11 Jeſus had finiſhed all theſe 
ſayings, he ſaid unto his diſ- 
ciples, Ye know that after two 
days is the feaſt of the paſſover, 
and the Son of man is betrayed 
to be crucified. Then aſſemb- 
led together the chief prieſts, 
and the Scribes, and the elders 
of the people, unto the palace 
of the high prieſt, who was cal 
led Caiaphas, and conſulted 
that they might take Jeſus by 
ſubtilty, and kill him. But they 
faid, Not on the feaſt day, leit 
there be an uproar among the 


people. Now when Jeſus was 


in Bethany, in the houſe of Si= 
mon the leper, there came un- 
to him a woman having an ala- 
baſter box of very precious 
ointment, and poured it on his 
head, as he ſat at meat. But 
when his difciples ſaw it, they 
had indignation, ſaying, To 
what purpoſe is this waſte 2 For 
this ointment might have been 
ſold for much, and given to the 
poor. When Jeſus underſtood 
it, he ſaid unto them, why 


trouble ye the woman? for 


ſhe hath wrought a good work 
upon me. For ye have the 
poor always with you, but ma 
ye have not always. For in 
that ſhe hath poured this oint- 
| R ment 
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ment on my body, ſhe did i: 
bor my burial. Verily 1 ſay un- 
do you, Whereſoevet this goſ- 
pel ſhall be preached in the 
whole world, there ſhall alſo 
this, that this woman hath 
done, be told for a memorial 
of her. Then one of the twelve, 
called Judas Iſcariot, went un- 
to the chief prieſts, and ſaid un- 
to them, What will ye give me, 
and 1 will deliver him unto 
ou? and they covenanted 
ith him for thirty pieces of 
ſilver. And from that time he 
ſought opportunity to betray 
him. Now the fl. day of the 
feaſt of unleavened bread, the 
diſciples came to Jeſus, ſaying 
unto him, Where wilt thou 
that we prepare for thee to eat 
the paſſover? And he faid, Go 
into the city to ſuch a man, and 
ſay unto him, The maſter ſaith, 
My time is at hand, I will keep 
the paſſover at thy houſe with 
my diſciples. And the diſci- 
ples did as Jeſus had appointed 
them, and they PER ready 
the paſſover: Now when the 
even was come, he fat down 
with the twelve. And as they 
did eat, he ſaid, Verily I fa 
unto you, that one of you ſhall 
betray me. And they were ex- 
ceeding ſorrowful, and began 
every one of them to ſay unto 
him, Lord, is it ]? And he an- 
ſwered and ſaid, He that dip- 
peth his hand with me in the 
diſh, the ſame ſhall betray me. 
The Son of man goeth as it is 


written of him: but wo unto 
that man by whom the Son of 
man is betrayed: it had been 


. good for that man, if he had 


not been born. Then Judas, 
which hetrayed him, anſwered 
and ſaid, Maſter, is it I? He 
ſaid unto him, Thou haſt ſaid. 
And as they were eating, Jeſus 
took bread, and bleſſed is, and 
brake it, and gave it to the diſ- 
ciples, and faid, Take, eat, 
this is my body. And he took 


the cup, and gave thanks, and 
gave it to them, ſaying, Drink 
ye all of it: for this is my blood 
of the new teſtament which is 
ſhed for many for the remiſſion 


of ſins. But I fay unto you, 1 


will not drink henceforth of 1 


this fruit of the vine, until that 
day when I drink it new with 
you in my Fathers kingdom. 


And when they had ſung an 
hymn they went out into the | 


mount of Olives. Then faith 
Jeſus unto them, All ye ſhall be 
offended becauſe o 
night: for it is written, I will 


ſmite the ſhepherd, and the | 
ſheep of the flock ſhall be ſcat- W 
tered abroad. But after am | 


riſen again, Iwill go before you 
into Galilee. Peter anſwered 
and, faid unto him, Though 
alkaen ſhall be offended be- 


cauſe of thee, yet will I never | 


be offended. Jeſus ſaid unto 
him, Verily I ſay unto thee, 
that this night before the cock 
crow, thou ſhalt deny me 
thrice, Peter ſaid unto him. 


Though 


me this | 
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Though I ſhould die with thee, 
yet will Inot deny thee ; like- 
wiſe alſo ſaid all the diſciples. 
Then cometh Jeſus with them 
unto a place called Gethſe- 


| mane, and faith unto the diſ- 
| ciples, Sit ye here, while I go 


and pray yonder. And he took 
wi:h him, Peter, and the two 
ſons of Zebedee, and began to 
be ſorrowful, and very heavy. 
Then faith he unto them, My 
ſoul is exceeding ſorrowful, e- 
ven unto death: tarry ye here 
and watch with me. And he 
went a little further, and fell on 
his face, and prayed, ſaying, 
O my Father, if it be poſſible, 
let this cup paſs from me: ne- 
vertheleſs, not as I will, but as 
thou wilt. And he cometh un- 
to the diſciples, and findeth 
them aſleep, and faith unto 
Peter, What, could ye not 


watch with me one hour? 


Watch and pray, that ye enter 
not into temptation: the ſpirit 
indeed is willing, but the fleſh 


is weak. He went away again 


the ſecond time, and prayed, 
ſaying, O my Father, if this 
cup may not paſs away from 
me, except I drink it, thy will 
be done. And he came and 
found them aſleep again: for 
their eyes were heavy. And 
he left them, and went away 
again, and prayed the third 
time, ſaying the ſame words. 
Then cometh he to his dif- 
ciples, and faith unto them, 
Sleep on now, and take your 
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reſt, behold, the hour is av 
hand, and the Son of man is be- 
trayed into the hands of ſin- 
ners. Riſe, let us be going: 
behold, he is at hand that doth 
betray me. And while he yet 
ſpake, lo, Judas one of the 
twelve came, and with him a 
great multitude with ſwords 
and ſtaves from the chief prieſts 
and elders of the people. Now 
he that betrayed him, gave 
them a ſign, ſaying, Whomſo- 
ever I ſhall kiſs, that ſame is he, 
hold him faſt. And forthwith 
he came to Jeſus, and ſaid, Hail 
maſter, and kiſſed him. And 
Jeſus ſaid unto him, Friend, 


wherefore art thou come? 


Then came they and laid hands 
on Jeſus, and took him. And 
behold one of them which 
were with Jeſus, ſtretched out 
his hand, and drew his ſword, 
and ſtroke a ſervant of the high 
prieſts, and ſmote off his ear. 
Then ſaid Jefus unto him, Put 
up again thy ſword into his 
| : for all they that take the 
word, ſhall periſh with the 
ſword. Thinkeft thou that I 
cannotnow pray to my Father, 
and he ſhall preſently give me 
more than twelve legions of 
angels? But how then ſhall 
the ſcriptures: be fulfilled, that 
thus it muſt be ? In that ſame 
hour ſaid Jeſus to the multi- 
tudes, Are ye come out as a» 


gainſt a thief with ſwords and 
ſtaves for to take me? TI fat 
daily with you teaching in the 
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temple, and ye laid no hold on 
me. But all this was done, that 
the ſcriptures of the prophets 
might be fulfilled. Then all 
the diſciples forſook him, and 
fled. And they that had laid 
hold on Jeſus, led him away to 
Caiaphas the high prieſt, where 
the Scribes and the Elders were 
aſſembled. But Peter followed 
him afar off, unto the high 
prieſts palace, and went in,and 
ſat with the ſervants to ſee the 
end. Now the chief prieſts 
and elders, and all the council, 
ſought falſe witneſs again Je- 
ſus to put him to death, but 
found none: yea, though ma- 
ny falſe witneſſes came, yet 
found they none. At the laſt 
came two falſe witneſſes, and 
ſaid, This fellow ſaid, I am 
able to deſtroy the' temple of 
God, and to build it in three 
days. And the high prieſt a- 
roſe, and ſaid unto him, An- 
ſwereſt thou nothing? What 
is it, which theſe witneſs againſt 
thee ? But Jeſus held his peace. 
And the high prieſt anſwered 
and ſaid unto him, I adjure thee 
by the living God, that thou 
tell us, whether thou be the 
Chriſt the Son of God. Teſus 
faith unto him, Thou haſt ſaid : 
- nevertheleſs I ſay unto you, 
: Hereafter ſhall ye ſee the Son 
of man ſitting on the right hand 
of power, and coming in the 
clouds of heaven. Then the 
- high prieſt rent his clothes, ſay- 
ing, he hath ſpoken blaſphe- 
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my, what further need have 
we of witneſſes? behold, now 
ye have heard his blaſphemy. 
What think ye? They an- 
ſwered and ſaid, He is guilty 
of death. Then did they ſpit 
in his face, and buffeted him, 
and others ſmote him with the 


palms of their hands, ſaying, 


Propheſy unto us, thou Chriſt, 
who is he that ſmote thee ? 
Now Peter fat without in the 
palace: and a damſel came un- 
to himpfaying, Thou alſo waſt 
with Jeſus of Galilee. But he 


denied before them all, ſaying, | 
I know not what thou ſayeſt. | 


And when he was gone out 1:- 
to the porch, another maid ſaw 
him, and ſaid unto them that 


were there, This fellow was al- 


ſo with Jeſus of Nazareth. And 
again he denied with an oath, I 
do not know the man. And 
after a while came unto him 


they that ſtood by, and ſaid 


to Peter, Surely thou alſo art 
one of them, forthy ſpeech 


bewrayeth thee. Then began 


he to curſe and to ſwear, /ay- 
ing, I know not the man. And 
immediately the cock crew. 
And Peter remembred the 
words of Jeſus, which ſaid un- 
to him. Before the cock crow, 
thou ſhalt deny me thrice. And 
he went out, and wept bitterly. 
When the morning was come, 


-all the chief prieſts and elders 
of the people, took counſel a- 


gainſt Jeſus to put him to death. 


And when they had bound 


him 
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him, they led him away, and 
delivered him to Pontius Pilate 
the Governour. Then Judas 
which had betrayed him, when 
he ſaw that he was condemned, 
repented himſelf ; and brought 
again the thirty pieces of filver 
tothe chief prieſts and elders, 
ſaying, I have ſinned, in that 


I have betrayed the innocent 


blood. And they ſaid, What 


| is thattous? ſee thou to that. 


And he caſt down the pieces of 


filver in the temple, and de- 


parted, and went and hanged 
himſelf. And the chief prieſts 
took the ſilver pieces, and ſaid, 
It is not law ful for to put them 
into the treaſury, becauſe it is 
the price of blood. And they 
took counſel, and bought with 
them the potters field, to 
bury ſtrangers in. Wherefore 


| that field was called, The field 
of blood unto this day. (Then 


was fulfilled that which was 
ſpoken by Jeremy the prophet, 
ſaying, And they took the 
thirty pieces of filver, the price 


ol him that was valued, whom 


they of the children of Iſrael 
did value: and gave them for 
the potters field, as the Lord 
appointed me.) And Jeſus ſtood 
before the governour ; and the 
governour asked him, ſaying, 
Art thou the king of the Jews? 
And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Thou 
ſayeſt. And when he was ac- 
cuſed of the chief prieſts and el- 
ders, he anſwered nothing. 
Then faith Pilate: unto him, 


Heareſt thou not how many 
things they witneſs againit 
thee? And he anſwered him 
to never a word, inſomuch that 
the governour marvelled 
greatly. Now at that feaſt the 
governour was wont to releaſe 
unto the people a priſoner, 
whom they would. And they 
had then a notable priſoner cal- 
led Barabbas. Therefore when 
they were gathered together, 
Pilate ſaid unto them, whom 
will ye that I releaſe unto you? 
Barabbas, or Jeſus, which 1s 
called Chriſt? For he knew 
that for envy they had delive- 
red him. When he was ſet down 
on the judgment ſeat, his wife 
ſent unto him, ſaying, Have 
thou nothing to do with thay. 
juſt man: for I have ſuffered 
many things this day in a 
dream, becauſe of him. But 
the chief prieſts and elders per- 
ſwaded the multitude that they, 
ſhould ask Barabbas, and de- 
ſtroy Jeſus. The governour 
anſwered and ſaid unto them, 
Whether of the twain will ye 
that I releaſe unto you? They 


ſaid, Barabbas. Pilate faith un- 
tothem, What ſhall I do then 


with Jeſus, which is called 
Chriſt 2 They all ſay unto him, 
Let him be crucified. And the 
governour ſaid, Why, what e- 
vil hath he done? But they 
cried out the more, ſaying, Let 
him be crucified. When Pilate 
faw that he could prevail no- 


thing, but that rather a tumult 


E 3 was 
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was made, he took water and 
waſhed his hands before the 
multitude, ſaying, I am inno- 
cent of the bload of this juſt 

erſon: ſee ye to it. Then an- 
wered all the people, and ſaid, 
His blood be on us, and on our 
children. Then releaſed he 
Barabbas unto them: and when 
he had ſcourged Jeſus, he de- 
livered him to be crucified. 
Then the ſoldiers of the gover- 
nour took Jeſus into the com- 


mon hall, and gathered unto 


him the whole band of ſoldiers. 
And they ſtripped him, and put 
on him a ſcarlet robe. And 
when they had platted a crown 
of thorns, they put it upon his 
head, and a reed in his right 


hand: and they bowed the 


knee before him, and mocked 
him, ſaying, Hail King of the 
Jews. And they ſpit upon him, 
and took the reed, and ſmote 
him on the head. And after 
that they had mocked him, 
they took the robe off from 
him, and put his own rayment 
on him, and led; him away to 
crucify him. And as they came 
out, they found a man of Cy- 
rene, Simon by name: him 
they compelled to bear his 
croſs. And when they were 
come unto a place called Gol- 
gotha, that is to ſay, a place 
of a skull, they gave him vine- 
gar to drink, mingled with gall: 
and when he had taſted zhereof, 
he would not drink. And they 


crucified him, and parted his 


garments, caſting lots: that 
it might be fulfilled which was 
ſpoken by the prophet, They 
parted my garments among 
them, and upon my veſture. did 
they caſt lots. And fitting 
down,they watched him there: 
and ſet up over his head, his 
accuſation written, Tuars Is 
Jxsus Tre King OF Tux 
Jzws. Then were there two 
thieves crucified with him: 
one on the right hand, and a- 
nother on the left. And they 
that paſſed by, reviled him, 
wagging their heads, and ſay- 
ing, Thou that deſtroyeſt the 
temple, and buildeſt / in three 
days, ſave thy ſelf: if thou be 


the Son of God, come down 


from the croſs. Likewiſe alſo 
the chief prieſts mocking him, 
with the Scribes and Elders, 
faid, He ſaved others, him- 
ſelf he cannot ſave: if he be 
the King of Iſrael, let him now 
come down from the croſs, and 


we will believe him. He tru- 


ſted in God, let him deliver 
him now if he will have him : 
for he ſaid, I am the Son of 
God. The thieves alſo which 
were crucified with him, caſt 
the ſame in his teeth. Now 
from the fixth hour there was 
darkneſs over all the land unto 


the ninth hour. - And about 


the ninth hour, Jeſus cri 
with a loud voice, ſaying, Eli, 
Ek, lama ſabachtbani, that is 
to fay, My God, my God, 
why haſt thou forſaken me? 
| $0119 
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Some of them that ſtood there, 
when they heard that, ſaid, 
This man calleth for Elias. And 
ſtraight way one of them ran, 
and took a ſpunge, and filled 


it with vinegar, and put it on 


à reed, and gave him to drink. 
The reſt ſaid, Let be, let us ſee 
whetherElias will come to ſave 
him. Jeſus, when he had cried 
again with a loud voice, yield- 
ed up the ghoſt, And behold, 
the vail ofthe temple was rent 
in twain, from the top to the 
bottom, and the earth did 
quake, and the rocks rent, and 
the graves were opened, and 
many. bodies of ſaints, which 
ſlept, aroſe, and came out of 
the graves after his Reſurre- 
ion, and went into the holy 
city, and appeared unto many. 
Now when the Centurion, and 
they that were with him, 
watching Jeſus, ſaw the carth- 
quake, and thoſe things that 
were done, they feared great- 
ly, ſaying, Truly this was the 
Son of God. And many wo- 
men were there (beholding 
afar off) which followed Jeſus 
from Galilee, miniſtring unto 
him. Among which was Mary 
Magdalene, and Mary the 
mother of James and Joſes, and 
the mother of Zebedees chil-

WI o is this that cometh from 

Edom, with died garments 
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from Bozrah ? this that is glo- 
rious in his apparel, travelling 
in the greatnels oſ his ſtrength ? 
I that ſpeak in righteouſneſs, 
mighty to ſave. Wherefore 
art thou red in thine apparel, 
and thy garments like him that 
treadeth in the wine-fat? 1 
have troden the wine-preſs 
alone, and of the people there 
was none with me: for I will 
tread them in mine anger, and 
trample them in my fury, and 
their blood ſhall be ſprinkled 
upon my garments, and I will 
ſtain all my raiment. For the 
day of vengeance is in mine 
heart, and the year of my re- 
deemed is come. AndTIlook- 
ed, and there was none to help; 
and I wondered that there was 
none to uphold : therefore 
mine own, arm brought ſalva- 


tion unto me, and my fury, it 


upheld me. And I will tread 
down the people in mine an- 
ger, and make them drunk in 
my fury, and J will bring down 
their ſtrength to the earth. I 
will mention the loving kind- 
neſſes of the Lord, and the 
praiſes of the Lord, according 
to all that the Lord hath be- 


ſtowed on us, and the great 


oodneſs towards the houſe of 
ſrael, which he hath beſtowed 
on them, according to his mer- 
cies, and according to the mul- 
titude of his loving kindneſſes. 


For he ſaid, Surely, they are

led them by the right hand of 
Moſes, with his glorious arm, 


dividing y water before them, 
to make himſelfan everlaſting 


name ? That led them through 
the deep, as an horſe in the 
wilderneſs, that they ſhould not 
ſtumble ? as a beaſt goeth down 


| Into the valley, the ſpirit of the 


Lord cauſed him to reft : ſo 
didſt thou lead thy people, to 
make thy ſelf a glorious name. 
Look down from heaven, and 
behold from the habitation: of 
thy holineſs and of thy glory : 
where is thy zeal and tliy 
ſtrength, the ſounding of thy 
bowels, and of thy mercies to-

Doubtleſs thou arz our father,

why haſt thou made us to err 
from thy ways? and hardened 
our heart from thy fear ? Re- 
turn for thy ſervants fake, the 
tribes of thine inheritance. The 
people of thy holineſs have 
poſſeſſed it but a little while: 
our adverſaries have troden 
down thy ſanctuary. We are 
thine, thou never bareſt rule 
over them, they were not cal- 
led by thy Name. 
Ihe Goſpel. Mark. 14. 
AFter two days, was the feaſt 
of the paſloyer, and of un- 
leavened bread; and the chief 
prieſts and the ſcribes ſought 
how they might take him by 
craft, and put him to death. 
But they ſaid, Not on the fealt- 
day, leſt there be an uproar of 
the people. And being in Be- 
thany, in the houſe of Simon 
the leper, as he fat at meat, 
there came a woman, having 
an alabaſter box of oyntment 
of ſpikenard, very precious, 


and ſhe brake the box, and 


poured it on his head. And 
there were-ſome that had 1n- 
dignation within themſelves, 
and ſaid, Why was this waſte 


of the ointment made? For it 


might have been ſold for more 
than three hundred pence, and 
have been given to the poor: 
& they murmured againſt her. 
And jeſus ſaid, Let her alone, 
why trouble you her? ſhe hath 
wrought a good work on me. 
For ye have the poor with you 
always, and whenſoever it 
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ſoever this 
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will ye may do them good: 
but me ye have not always. She 
hath done what the could.: ſhe 


is come aforehand to anoint 
my body to the burying. Ve- 


rily I fay unto you, Where- 
goſpel ſhall be 
preached throughout J whole 


| world, this alſo that ſhe hath 


done ſhall be ſpoken of, for a 
memorial of her. And Judas 
Iſcariot, one of the twelve, 
went unto the chief prieſts, to 
betray him unto them, 
when they heard zz, they were 
glad, and promiſed to give 
him money. And he ſought 
how he might conveniently 
betray him. And the firſt day- 
of unleavened bread, when 
they killed the paſſover, his 
diſciples ſaid unto him, Where 
wilt thou that we go and pre- 
pare, that thou mayeſt eat the 
paſſover ? And he ſendeth forth 


two of his diſciples, and faith 
unto them, Go ye into the ci- 


ty, and there ſhall meet you a 


| man bearing a pitcher of water: 
follow him. And whereſoever 
| heſhallgoin,ſay ye to the good 
man of the houſe, The maſter 
| faith, Where is the gueſt- cham- 
ber, where I ſhall eat the paſſo- 


yer with my diſciples? And 
he will ſhew you a large upper- 
room furniſhed and prepared: 
there make ready for us. And 
his diſciples went forth, and 
came into the city, and found 
as he had ſaid unto them : and 


they made ready the paſſover.

And in the evening he cometh 
with the twelve. And as they 
ſat, and did eat, Jeſus ſaid, Ve- 
rily I ſay unto you, one of you 
which eateth with me, 


betray me. And they began to E 
be ſorrowful, and to fay unto 


him, one by one, Is it I? And 
another ſaid, Is it 1? And he 
anſwered and ſaid unto them, 
It is one of the twelve, that 
dippeth with me in the diſh. 
The Son of man indeed goeth, 
as it is written of him: but wo 
to that man by whom the Son 
of man is betrayed: good were 
it for that man if he had never 
been born. And as they did 
eat, Jeſus took bread, and bleſ- 
ſed, and brake it, and gave to 
them, and faid, Take, eat: 
this is my body. And he took 
the cup, and when he had gi- 
ven thanks, he gave it to them: 
and they all drank of it. And 
he ſaid unto them, This is my 
blood of the new teſtament, 
which is ſhed for many. Ve- 
rily I fay unto you, I will 
drink no more of the fruit of 
the vine, until that day that I 
drink it new in the kingdom of 
God. And when they had 
ſung an hymn, they went out 


into the mount of Qlives. And 


Jeſus ſaith unto them, All ye 
ſhall be offended becauſe of me 
this night: for it is written, ] 
will ſmite the ſhepherd, and 
the ſheep ſhall be ſcattered. But 
after that I am riſen, I will gg 
before you into Galilee. Buy 

Peter 
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Peter ſaid unto him, Although 
all ſhall be offended, yet will not 
I. AndJeſus faith unto him, 
Verily I fay unto thee, that this 
day, even in this night before 
the cock crow twice, thou fhalt 
deny me thrice. Buthe ſpake 
the more vehemently, If I 
ſhould die with thee, I will not 
deny thee in any wiſe, Like- 
wiſe alſo faid they all. And 
they came to a place which 
was namedGethſemane,and he 
faith to his diſciples, Sit ye 
here, while I ſhall pray. And 
he taketh with him Peter, and 
James, and John, and began 
to be ſore amazed, and to be 
very heavy, and faith unto 
them, My ſoul is exceeding 
forrowful unto death: tarry ye 
here, and watch. And he 
went forward a little, and fell 
on the ground, and prayed,that 
if it were poſſible the hour 
might paſs from him. And he 
faid, Abba, Father, All things 
are poſſible unto thee, take a- 
way this cup from me: never- 
theleſs, not what I will, but 
what thou wilt. And he co- 
meth, and findeth them ſleep- 
ing, and faita unto Peter, Si- 
mon, fleepeit thou: couldſt 
pot thou watch one hour: 
Watch ye and pray, leſt ye en- 
ter into temptation : the ſpirit 
truly is ready, but the fleſh is 
weak. And again he went a- 
way, and prayed, and ſpake 
the ſame words. And when 
he returned, he found them a- 
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ſleep again, (for their eyes 
were heavy) neither wiſt they 
what to anſwer him. And he 
cometh the third time, and 
ſaith unto them, Sleep on now, 
and take your reſt: it is enough, 
the hour 1s come,, behold, the 
Son of man 1s betrayed into 
the hands of ſinners. . Riſe up, 
gt us go; lo, he that betrayeth 
me 1s at hand. And inime- 
diately, while he yet ſpake, 
cometh Judas, one of the 
twelve, and with him a great 
multitude with ſwords and 
ſtaves, from the chief Prieſts, 
and the Scribes, and the Elders. 


And he that betrayed him, had | 


given them a token, faying, 
Whomſoever I ſhall kiſs, that 


ſame is he; take him, and led 


him away ſafely. And aſſoon 
as he was come, he goeth 
ſtraightway to him, and faith, 
Maſter, Maſter, and kiſſed him. 
Apd they laid their hands on 
him, and took him. And one 


of them that ſtood by, drew a. 


ſword, and ſmote a ſervant of 
the high prieſt, and cut off his 
ear. And Jeſus anſwered and 
faid unto them, Are ye come 


out as againſt a thief, with | 


ſwords and with ſtaves, to take 
me: I was daily with you in 
the temple, teaching, and ye 
took me not: but the ſcrip- 


tures muſt be fulfilled. . And 

they all forſook him, and fled. 
And there followed him a cer- 
tain young man, having a 
linnen cloath caſt about his na- 


ked 
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kedbody, andthe young men 


lid hold on him. And he left 


the linnen cloth, and fled from 
mem naked. And they led 
jeſus away to the high prieſt, 
and with him were aſſembled 


all the chief prieſts and the 


elders, and the Scribes. And 
Peter followed him afar off, 
even into the palace of the 
high prieſt: and he fat with 


the ſervants, and warmed him 


ſelf at the fire. And the chief 
prieſts, and all the council 
ſought for witneſs againſt Je- 
ſus to put him to death, and 
found none. For many bare 
falſe witneſs againſt him, but 
their witneſs agreed not toge- 
ther, And there aroſe cer- 
tain and bare falſe witneſs a- 


4 gainſt him, ſaying, We heard 
| him fay, I will deſtroy this 


temple that is made with hands, 
and within three days I will 
build another made without 
hands. But neither ſo did 
their witneſs agree together. 
And the high prieſt ſtood up 


in the mids, and asked Jeſus, 
| faying, Anſwereſt thou no- 
thing? what is it which theſe 
= | witneſs againſt thee? But he 


held his peace, and anſwe- 


| red nothing. Again the high 


prieſt asked him, and ſaid un- 
to him, Art thou the Chriſt, 
the Son of the bleſſed? And 
Jeſus ſaid, I am: and ye ſhall 
ſee the Son of man ſitting on 


the right hand of power, and 
eoming in the clouds of hee» 
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ven. Then the high prieſt rent 
his clothes, and faith, What 
need we any further witneſſes? 
Ye have heard the blaſphemy : 
what think ye? And they all 
condemned him to be guilty of 
death. And ſome began to 
{ſpit on him, and to cover his 
face, and to buffet him, and to 
ſay unto him, Prophely : and 
the ſervants did ſtrike him with 


the palms of their hands. And 


as Peter was beneath in the pa- 
lace, there cometh one of the 
maids of the high prieſt. And 
when ſhe ſaw Peter warming 
himſelf, ſhe looked upon him, 
and faid, And thou alſo waſt 
with Jeſus of Nazareth. But 
he denied, ſaying, I know not, 
neither underſtand I what thou 
ſayeſt. And he went out into 


the porch, and the cock crew. 


And a maid ſaw him again, and 
began toſay to them that ſtood 
by, This is one of them. And 
he denied it again, And a 

little after, they that ſtood by 
{aid again to Peter, ſurely thou 
art one of them: for thou art a 
Galilean, and thy ſpeech a> 
greeth thereto. But he began 
to curſe and to ſwear, ſaying, 
I know not this man of whom 
ye ſpeak, And the ſecond 
time the cock crew: and Peter 
called to mind the word that 
Jeſus ſaid unto him, Before 


the cock crow twice, thou ſhalt 
gleny me thrice. And when he 


thought thereon, he wept.

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The Epiſile. Iſa. 50.5. 
| He Lord God hath open- 


ed mine ear, and I was 


not rebellious, neither turned 
away back. I gave my back to 
the {miters, and my cheeks to 
them that plucked off the hair : 
I hid not my face from ſhame 
and ſpitting. For the Lord 
God will help me, therefore 
ſhall I. not be confounded : 
therefore have I ſet my face 
like a flint, and I know that I 
ſhall not be aſhamed. He i 
near that juſtifieth me, who 
will contend with me? let us 
ſtand together: who # mine 
adverſary ? let him come near 
to me. Behold,the Lord God 
will help me, who is he that 
ſhall condemn me? lo, they 
all ſhall wax old as a garment : 
the . moth ſhall eat them up. 
W ho # among you that feareth 
the Lord, that obeyeth the 
voice of his ſervant, that wal- 
keth i» darkneſs, and hath no 
light? let him truſt in the 
Name of the Lord, and ſtay u- 
pon his God. Behold, all ye 
that kindle'a fire, that compaſs 
your ſelves about with ſparks : 
walk in the light of your fire, 
and in the ſparks that ye have 


kindled. This ſhall ye have of 
mine hand, ye ſhall lie down in 


ſorrow. . 
The Goſpel. Mark 15.1. 
Nd ftraighaway in the 


morning the chief prieſts 
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held a conſultation with the 
elders and Scribes, and the 
whole council, and bound Je. 
ſus, and carried him away,and 
delivered him to Pilate. And 
Pilate asked him, Arr thou the 
king of the Jews? And he an- 
ſwering faid unto him, Thou 
ſayeſt it. And the chief prieſts 
accuſed him of many things: 
but he anſwered nothing. And 
Pilate asked him again, ſaying, 
Anſwereſt thou nothing? be- 
hold how many things they 
witneſs againſt thee. But Je- 
ſus yet anſwered nothing; ſo 
that Pilate marvelled. Now 


at that feaſt he releaſed unto | 


them one priſoner, whomſo- 
ever they deſired. And there 
was 
which lay bound with them 
that had made inſurrection 
with him, who had committed 
murder in the inſurrection, 
And the multitude crying a- 
loud, began to deſire him to do 


as he had ever done unto them. 


But Pilate anſwered them, ſay- 
ing, Will ye that I releaſe unto 
you the king of the Jews ? (For 
he knew that the chief prieſts 
had delivered him for envy) 
But the chief prieſts moved 
the people, that he ſhould ra- 
ther releaſe Barabbas unto 
them. And Pilate anſwered 
and ſaid again unto them, What 
will ye then that I ſhall do unto 
him whom ye call the 
king of the Jews? And they 
cried out again, Crucify him. 

Then 


one named Barabbas, | 
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Then Pilate faid unto them, 


| Why, what evil hath he done? 


And they cried out the more 
exceedingly, Crucify him. And 
ſo Pilate willing to content the 
people, releaſed Barabbas un- 
to them, and delivered Jeſus, 
when he had ſcourged him, to 
be crucified. And the ſoul- 
diers led him away into the 
hall,called Pretorium, and the 

call together the whole band. 
And they clothed him with 
purple, and platted a crown of 
thorns, and put it about his 


head, and began to ſalute him, 


Hail King of the Jews. And 
they ſmote him on the head 
with a reed, and did ſpit upon 
him, .and bowing their knees, 
worſhipped him. And when 
they had mocked him, they 
took off the purple from him, 
and put his own clothes on 
him, and led him out to cruci- 
fy him. And they compel 
one Simon a Cyrenian, who 
paſſed by, coming out of the 
country, the father of Ale- 


' xander and Rufus, to bear his 


croſs. And they bring him 
unto: the place Golgotha, 
which is,being interpreted, the 
place of a ſcull. And they 
gave him to drink, wine min- 


gled with myrrhe : but he re- 


ceived it not. - And when they 
had crucified him, they parted 


his garments, caſting lots upon 


them, what every man {hould 
And it was the third 
hour, and they crucified him. 


crucify 


down from the croſs, 


And the ſuperſcription of his 
accuſation was written over, 
THE KING OF THE 
JEWS. And with him they 
two thieves, the one 
on his right hand, and the o- 
ther on his left. And the ſcrip- 


ture was fulfilled, which ſaith, 
And he was numbred with the 


tranſgreſſours. And they that 
paſſed by, railed on him, wag- 
ging their heads, and ſaying, 


Ah, thou that deſtroyeſt the 


temple, and buildeſt it in th 

days, ſave thy ſelf, and come 
Like- 
wiſe alſo the chief prieſts moc- 


king, faid among themſelves 


with the Scribes, He ſaved o- 
thers, himſelf he cannot fave. 
Let Chriſt the king of Iſrael 
deſcend now from the croſs, 
that we may ſee and believe : 
and they that were crucified 


with him, reviled him. And 


when the ſixth hour was come, 


there was darkneſs over the 
whole land, until the ninth 


hour. And at the ninth hour 


Jeſus cried with a loud voice, 


ſaying, Eloi, eloi, lamaſabach- 
thani? which is, being inter- 


preted, My God, my God, 
why haſt thou forſaken me: 
And ſome of them that ſtood 
by, when they heard it, ſaid, 


Behold he calleth Elias. 


And -one ran, and filled a 


ſpunge full of vinegar, and put 


it on a reed, and gave him to 


drink, ſaying, Let alone, let 
us ſee whether Elias will come 


to 
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us cried with a loud voice, and 
gave up the ghoſt. And the 
vail of the temple was rent in 
Ewain, from the top to the bot- 
Tom. And when the Centu- 
Tion which ſtood over againft 
im, ſaw that he ſo cried out, 
and gave up the ghoſt, he ſaid, 
y this man was the Son of 
od. There were alſo wo- 
men looking on afar off, a- 
mong whom was Mary Mag- 
Aalene, and Mary the mother 
of James the leſs; and of Joſes, 
and Salome. Who alſo when 
He was in Galilee, followed 
Him, and miniſtred unto him, 
and many other women which 
came up with him unto Jeruſa- 
Jem. And now when the e- 
ven was come, (becauſe it was 
the preparation, that is, the 
Hay before the ſabbath) Joſeph 
of Arimathea, an honourable 
Eounſeller, which alſo waited 
For the kingdom of God, came, 
and went in boldly unto Pilate, 
and craved the body of Jeſus. 
And Pilate marvelled if he 
were already dead, and calling 
*unto him the centurion, he 
asked him whether he had been 
any while dead. And when he 
Knew it of the centution, he 
gave the body to Joſeph. And 
He bought fine linen, and took 
him down, and wrapped him in 
* the linnen, and laid him in a ſe- 
pulchre which was hewen out 
of a rock, and rolled a ſtone un- 
to the door of the ſepulchre 
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to take him down. And Je- And Mary Magdalene, and 


Mary the mother of Joſes, be- 
held where he was laid. 


J Wedneſday before Eaſter. 
The Epiſtle. Heb. ꝙ. 16. 
Were a teſtament 1s, there 

muſt alſo of neceſlity 
be the death of the teſtator. For 
a teſtament is of force after 
men are dead: otherwiſe it is 


of no ſtrength at all whilſt the 


teſtator liveth. Whereupon, 
neither the firſt teſtament was 
dedicated without blood. For 


when Moſes had fpoken every 
precept to all the people, ac- 


cording to the law, he took 
the blood of calves and of 
goats, with water and ſcarlet 
wool, and hyſop, and ſprink- 
led both the book and all the 
people, ſaying, This is the blood 


of the teſtament which God 


hath enjoined unto you. More- 
over, he ſprinkled with blood 
both the tabernacle, and all the 


veſſels of the miniſtry. And 


almoſt all things are by the law 
purged with blood: and with- 
out ſhedding of blood is no re- 
miſſion. It was therefore ne- 
ceſſary that the patterns of 
things in the heavens ſhould be 
eee. with theſe, but the 


heavenly things themſelves 


with better ſacrifices than theſe. 
For Chriſt is not entred into 


the holy places made with 


hands, which are the figures of 
the true, but into heaven it ſelf, 


now to appear in the — 
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of God for us. Nor yet that 
he ſhould offer himſelf often, 
as the high prieſt entreth into 
the holy place, every year with 
blood of others : for then muſt 
he often have ſuffered ſince 
the foundation of the world: 
but now once. in the end of 
the world, hath he appeared to 
put away fin by the ſacrifice of 
himſelf, And as 1t is appoint- 
edunto men once to 
after this the judgment: ſo 
Chrift was once offered to bear 
the ſins of many, and unto 
them that look for him ſhall he 
appear the ſecond time, with- 
out fin, unto ſalvation. 
Ihe Goſpel. Lule 23. 1. 
Ow the feaſt of unlea- 
vened bread drew nigh, 
which is called the paſſover. 
And the chief prieſts and 
ſcribes ſought how they might 
kill him: for they feared the 
people. Then entred Satan 
into Judas ſurnamed Iſcariot, 
being of the number of the 
twelve. Andhe went his way, 
and communed with the chief 


| Priefts and Captains, how he 


might betray him unto them. 


Andthey were glad, and cove- 


nanted to give him money. 
And he promiſed, and ſought 
opportunity to betray him un- 
tothem in the abſence of the 
multitude. Then. came the 
day of unleavened bread,when 
the paſſover muſt be killed. 
And he ſent Peter and John, 
laying, Go and prepare us che 
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paſſover, that we may eat. And 
they ſaid unto him, Where 
wilt thou that we prepare. And 
he ſaid unto them, Behold, 
when ye are entred into the ci- 
ty, there ſhall a man meet you, 
bearing a pitcher of water, fol- 
low him into the houſe where 
he entreth in. And ye ſhall 
ſay unto the good man of the 
houſe, The Maſter ſaith unto 
thee, Where is the Gueſt- 
chamber where I ſhall eat the 


.paſſover with my diſciples: . 


And he ſhall ſnew you alarge up- 
per room furniſhed, there make 
ready. And they went and 
found as he had ſaid unto them: 
and they made ready the paſſo- 
ver. And when the hour was 
come, he ſat down, and the 
twelve apoſtles wich him. And 
he ſaid unto them, with deſire 
I have deſired to eat this paſſo- 
ver with you before I ſuffer. 
Forl fay unto you, I willnot 
any more eat thereof, until it 
be fulfilled in the kingdom of 
God. And he took the cup, 
and gave thanks,and ſaid, Take 
this, and divide it among your 
ſelves. For I ſay unto you, I 
will not drink of the fruit of 
the vine, until the kingdom of 
God ſhall come. And he took 
bread, and gave thanks, and 
brake it. and gave unto them, 
ſaying, This is my body which 
is given for you, this do in re- 
membrance of me. Likewiſe 
alſo the cup after ſupper, ſay- 
ing, This cup is the new teſta- 

ment 
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ment in my blood, which is 
ſned for you. But behold, the 
hand of him that betrayeth me, 


is with me on the table. And 


truly the Son of man goeth as 
it was determined, but wo un- 
to that man by whom he is be- 
trayed. And they began to 
enquire among themſelves, 
which of them it was that 
ſhould do this thing. And there 
was alſo a ſtrife among them, 
which of them ſhould be ac- 
counted the greateſt. And he 
faid unto them, The kings of 


the Gentiles exerciſe lordſhip 


over them, and they that exer- 
ciſe authority upon them, are 
called bene factors. But ye ſhall 
not be ſo; but he that is grea- 
teſt among you, let him be as 
the younger; and he that is 
chief, as he that doth ſerve. 
For whether is greater, he that 
fitteth at meat, or he that 
ſerveth : is not he that fit- 
teth at meat: but I am a- 
mong you as he that ſerveth. 
Ye are they which have con- 
tinued with me in my tempta- 
tions. And I appoint unto you 
a kingdom, as my Father hath 
appointed unto me: that ye 
may eat and drink at my table 
in my kingdom, and fit on 
thrones, judging the twelve 
tribes of Iſrael. And the Lord 
faid, Simon, Simon, behold, 
Satan hath deſired to have you, 
that he may fift you as wheat: 
but Thave prayed for thee, that 
thy faith fail not; and when 
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thy brethren.

thou art converted, ſtrengthen 
| And he ſaid un- 
to him, Lord, I am ready to 
go with thee both into priſon, 
and to death. And he ſaid, ! 
tell thee Peter, the cock thall 
not crow this day, before that 
thou ſhalt thrice deny that thou 
knoweſt me. And he ſaid un- 
to them, When I ſent you 
without purſe, and ſcrip, and 
ſhoes, lacked ye any thing? 
And they ſaid, Nothing. Then 
ſaid he unto them, But now he 
that hath a purſe, let him take 
it, and likewiſe his ſcrip : and 
he that hath no ſword, let him 
ſell his garment, and buy one. 
For I fay unto you, that this 
that is written, muſt yet be ac- 
compliſhed in me, And he was 
reckoned among the tranſgreſ- 
ſors: for the things concerning 
me have an end. And they 
ſaid, Lord, behold, here are 
two ſwords. Andhe faid un- 
to them, It is enough. And he 
came out, and went, as he was

him. And when he was at the 
place, he ſaid unto them,Pray, 
that ye enter not into tempta- 
tion. And he was withdrawn 
from them about a ftones caſt, 
and kneeled down, and prayed, 
ſaying, Father, ifthou be wil- 
ling, remove this cup from me: 
nevertheleſs, not my will, but 
thine be done. Pon there ap- 
peared an angel unto him from 
heayen,ftrengthning him. And

being in an agony, he prayed 
more earneſtly, and his ſweat 
was as it were great drops of 
blood falling down to the 
ground. And when he roſe 
up from prayer, and was come 
to his diſciples, he found them 
ſleeping for ſorrow, and faid 
unto them, Why ſleep ye: riſe 
and pray, leſt ye enter into 
temptation. And while he 
yet ſpake, behold, a multitude, 
and he-that was called Judas, 
one of the twelve, went before 
them, and drew near ne 
ſus, to kiſs him. But Jeſus ſaid 
unto him, Judas, betrayeſt 
thou the Son of man with a 
kiſs 2, When they which were 
about him, faw what would 
follow, they ſaid unto him, 
Lord, ſhall we ſmite with the 
ſword? And one of them 
ſmote the ſervant of the high 
prieſt, and cut off his right ear. 
And Jeſus anſwered & ſaid, Suf- 
fer-ye thus far. And he touch- 
ed his ear, & healed him. Then 
Jeſus ſaid unto the chief prieſts, 
and captains of the temple,and 
the elders which were come to 


him, Be ye come out as againſt 


athief, with ſwords and ſtaves? 


When I was daily with you in 


the temple, ye ſtretched forth 
no hands againſt me: but this 
is your hour, and the power of 
darkneſs. Then took they 
him, and led him, and brought 
him into the high prieſts houſe. 
And Peter followed afar off. 
And when they had kindled a

fire in the midſt of the hall, 
and were ſet down together, 
Peter ſat down among them. 
But a certain maid beheld him 
as he ſat by the fire, and ear- 
neſtly looked upon him, and 
ſaid, This man was alſo with 
him.

And about 
the ſpace of one hour after, 
another confidently affirmed, 
ſaying, Of a truth this fellow 
alſo was with him; for he is a 
Galilean. And Peter ſaid, Man, 
I know not what thou ſayeſt. 
And immediately while he yet 
ſpake, the cock crew. And 
the Lord turned, and looked 
upon Peter ; and Peter remem- 
bred the,word of the Lord, 
how he fad ſaid unto him, Be- 
fore the cock crow, thou ſhalt 
deny me thrice. And Peter 


went out, and wept bitterly. 


And the men that held Jeſus, 
mocked him, and ſmote him. 
And when they had blindfold- 
ed him, they ſtroke him on 
the face, and asked him, ſay- 
ing, Propheſy, who is it that 
ſmote thee? And many other 
things blaſphemouſly ſpake 
they againſt him. And aſſoon 


as it was day, the elders of the 


people, and the chief prieſts 

and the ſcribes came together, 
and led him into their councel, 
ſaying, Art thou the Chriſt ? 
: We | tell 
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tell us. And he ſaid unto chem, 
If tell you, you will not be- 
Heve. And if l alſo ask you, 
you will not anſwer me, nor 
let mego. Hereafter ſhall the 
Son'of man fit on the right hand 
of the power of God. Then 
aid they all, Art thou then the 
Son of God? And he ſaid unto 
them, Ve ſay that Iam. And 
they faid, What need we any 
further witneſs? for we our 
ſelves have heard of his own 
mouth.

Hrs Jeſus to their will. And 
as they led him away, they laid 
hold upon one Simon a Cyre- 
nian, coming out of the coun- 
try, and on him they laid the 
croſs, that he might bear it af- 
ter Jeſus. And there followed 
him a great company of peo- 
ple, and of women, which al- 
ſo bewailed and lamented him. 
But Jeſus turning unto them, 
faid, Daughters of Jeruſalem, 
weep not for me, but weep for 
your ſelves, and for your chil- 
dren.

"He law having a ſhadow, of 
goad things to come, and 
not the very image of the 
things, can never with thoſe 
ſacrifices which they offered 
pour by year continually, make 
e comers thereunto perfect. 
For then would they not have 
ceaſed to be offered? becauſe 
that the worſhippers once pur- 
ged, ſhould have had no more 
conſcience df fins, But in 
thoſe ſacrifices there is a remem- 
brance again made of fins eve- 
ry year. For it is not poſſible 
that the blood of bulls and of 
oats, ſhould take away fins. 
herefore when he cometh 
into the world, he faith, Sacri- 
fice and offering thou wouldeſt 
not, but a body haſt thou pre- 
pared me; in burnt-offerings, 
and facrifices for fin thou haſt 
had no pleaſure : Then ſaid I, 
Lo, I come: (in the volume of 
the book it is written of me) 
to do thy will O God. Above, 
when he ſaid, Sacrifice, and 
offering and burnt-offerings, 
and offering for fin thou woul- 
deft not, neither hadſt pleaſure 
therein, which are offered by 
the law: then. ſaid. he, Lo, I 
come todo thy will: (O God) 
he taketh away the firſt, that 
he may eſtabliſ the ſecond. 


By the which will we are fan. 
ctified, through the offering 
of the body of Jeſus Chriſt once 
forall. Andevery prieſt ſtan- 
deth daily miniſtring and offe. 
ring oftentimes the ſame ſacri. 
fices which can never take 2. 
way ſins, But this man after 
he had offered one facrifice for 
ſins for ever, ſat down on the 
right hand of God: From 
henceforth expecting till his 
enemies be made his footſtool. 
For by one offering he hath 
perfected for ever them that 
are ſanctified. Whereof the 


holy Ghoſt alſo isa witneſs to | 
us: for after that he had faid | 
before, This is the covenant | 


that I will make with them af- 
ter thoſe days, faith the Lord; 
I will put my laws into their 
hearts, and in their minds will 


I write- them : and their fins | 
and iniquities will I remember 
no more. Now, where remiſ- | 
ſion of theſe is, there is no more 


offering for fin. Having there- 


fore, brethren, boldneſs to en- | 
ter into the holieſt by the blood 
of Jeſus, by a new and living | 
way which he hath conſecrat- | 


ed for us, through the vail, that 
is to ſay, his fleſh: and having 
an high prieſt over the houſe 
of God: let us draw near with 
a true heart, in full aſſurance

The Goſpel. John 18. 1, 
Hen Jeſus had ſpoken 
YY theſe words, he went 
forth with his diſciples over the 
brook Cedron, where was a 
garden, into the which he en- 
tred, and his diſciples. And 


Judas alſo which betrayed him, 


knew the place: for Jeſus oft 
times reſorted thither with his 
diſciples. Judas then having 
received a band of men, and 
officers from the chief prieſts 
and phariſees, cometh thither 
with lanterns, and-torches,and 
weapons. Jeſus therefore 
knowing all things that ſhould 
come upon him, went forth, 
and ſaid unto them, Whom 
ſeek ye ?. They anſwered him, 


| Jeſus of Nazareth. Jeſus ſaith 


unto them, Iam he. And Ju- 
das alſo which betrayed him, 
ſtood with them. Aſſoon then 
as he had ſaid unto them, Iam 
he, they went backward and 
fell to the ground. Then ask- 
ed he them again, Whom ſeek 
ye? ang they ſaid, Jeſus of 
Nazareth, Jeſus anſwered, I 
have told you that I am, he. If 
therefore ye ſeck me, let theſe. 


go their way, that the ſaying 


might be fulfilled which he 


ſpake, Of them which thou 
gaveſt me, have I loſt none. 
Then Simon Peter having a 
ſword, drew it, and ſmote the 
high prieſts ſervant, and cut off 
his right ear : the ſeryants name 
was Malchus. Then faid Jeſus 
unto Peter, Put up thy ſword 
into the ſheath : the cup which 
my Father hath given me, ſhall 
1not drink it? Then the band, 
and the captain, and officers of 
the Jews took Jeſus, and bound 
him, andled him away to An- 
nas firſt (for he was father in 
law to Caiaphas) which was 
the high prieſt that ſame year. 
Now Caiaphas was he which 
gave counſel to the Jews, that 
it was expedient that one man 
ſhould die for the people. And 
Simon Peter followed Jeſus, © 
and ſo did another diſciple ; 
that diſciple was. known unto 
the high prieſt, and went in 
with Jeſus into the palace of 
the high prieſt, But Peter ſtood. 
at the door without. Then 
went out that other diſciple 
which was known unto, the. 


high prieſt, and ſpake unto her 


that kept the door, and brought, 
in Peter. Then faith the dam- 
ſel that kept the door unto Pe- 
ter, Art not thou alſo.one- of 
this mans diſciples ? He ſaith, 
Iam not. And the ſervants and 
officers ſtood there, who had. 
made a fire of coals, ( for it- 
was cold) and they warmed. 

g F 4 them. 
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themſelves: and Peter ſtood 
with them, and warmed him- 
ſelf. The high prieſt then 
asked Jeſus of his diſciples, and 
of his doctrine. Jeſus anſwe- 
red him, I ſpake openly to the 
world, ever taught in the ſy- 
nagogue, and in the temple, 
whither the Jews always reſort, 
and in ſecret have I ſaid no- 
thing. Why askeſt thou me? 
ask them which heard me,what 
I have ſaid unto them : behold, 
they know what I ſaid. And 
when he had thus ſpoken, one 
ofthe officers which ſtood by, 
fſtroke Jeſus with the palm of 

his hand, ſaying, Anſwereſt 
thou the high prieſt ſo ? Jeſus 
anſwered him, If I have ſpo- 
ken evil, bear witneſs of the 
evil: butif well, why ſmiteſt 
thou me ? Now Annas had ſent 
him bound unto Caiaphas the 
high prieſt. And Simon Peter 
ſtood and warmed himſelf : 


They ſaid therefore unto him, 


Art not thou alſo one of his 
diſciples? He denied it, and 
faid, Iam not. One of the 
ſervants of the high prieſt 
(being his kinſman whoſe ear 
Peter cut off)faith,Did not I ſee 
thee in the garden with him ? 


Peter then denied again, and 


immediately the cock crew. 
Then led they Jeſus from Ca- 
taphas, unto the hall of judg- 
ment: and it was early, and 
they themſelves went not into 
the judgment hall, left they 


| ſhould be defiled ; but that they 


might eat the paſſover. Pilate 
then went out unto them, and 
ſaid, What accuſation bring 
you againſt this man? They 
anſwered and ſaid unto him, 
If he were not a malefaRor, we 


would not have delivered him 


up unto thee. Then ſaid Pilate 
unto them, Take ye him and 
judge him according to your 
law. The Jews therefore ſaid 
unto him, It is not lawful for 
us to put any man to death: 
that the ſaying of Jeſus might 
be fulfilled, which he ſpake, 
ſignifying what death he ſhould 
die. Then Pilate entred into 
the judgment hall again, and 
called Jeſus, and faid unto him, 
Art thou the King of the Jews ? 
Jeſus anſwered him, Sayeſt 
thou this thing of thy ſelf, or 
did others tell it thee of me ? 
Pilate anſwered, Am Ia Jew? 
thine own nation, and the 
chief prieſts have delivered 


thee unto me: What haſt thou 


done? Jeſus anſwered, My 
kingdom is not of this world: 
if my kingdom were of this 
world, then would my ſervants 
fight, that I ſhould not be de- 
livered to the Jews: but now 
is my kingdom not from 
hence. Pilate therefore ſaid 
unto him, Art thou a King 
then? Jeſus anſwered, Thou 
ſayeſt that Iam a King. To this 
end was I born, and for this 
cauſe came I into the world, 


that I ſhould bear witneſs unto 


the truth ; every one that is

the truth, heareth my voice. 
Pilate faith unto him, What is 
truth? And when he had ſaid 
this, he went out again unto 
the Jews, and faith unto them, j 
I find in him no fault at all. But 
ye have a cuſtom, that I ſhould 
releaſe unto you one at the paſ- 
ſover: wilkye therefore that I 
releaſe unto you the King of 
the Jews? Then cried they 
all again, ſaying, Not this man, 
but Barabbas. Now Barabbas 
was a robber. Then Pilate 
therefore topk Jeſus,and ſcour- 


ged him. And the ſoldiers plat- 


tedacrown ofthorns, and put 
it on his head, and they put on 
him a purple robe, and faid, 
Hail king of the Jews: and they 
ſmote him with their hands. Pi- 
late therefore went 
again, and faith unto them, 
Behold, I bring him forth to 
you, that ye may know that 
I find no fault in him. Then 
came Jeſus forth, wearing the 
crown of thorns, and the purple 
robe: and Pilate faith unto 


| them, Behold the man. When 
| the chief prieſts therefore and 


officers ſaw him, they cried 
out, ſaying, Crucify him, cru- 
cify him, Pilate faith unto 
them, Take ye him, and cru- 
cify him : for I find no fault in 
him. The Jews anſwered him, 
We have a law, and by our 
law he ought to die, becauſe 
he made himſelf the Son of 
God, When Pilate therefore 


heard that ſaying, he was the

more afraid. And went again 
into the judgment-hall, and 
ſaith unto Jeſus, Whence art 
thou? but Jeſus gave him no 
anſwer. Then faith Pilate un- 
to him, Speakeſt thou not unto 
me? knoweſt thou not, that I 
have power to crucify thee, and 
have power to releaſe thee? 
Jeſus anſwered, Thou couldeſt 
have no power at all againſt 
me, except it were given thee 
from above: therefore he that 
delivered me unto thee hath 
the greater fin. And from 
thenceforth Pilate ſought to re- 
leaſe him : but the Jews cried 
out, ſaying, If thou let this 
man go, thou art not Ceſars 
friend: whoſoever maketh 
himſelfa king, ſpeaketh againſt 
Ceſar, When Pilate therefore 
heard that ſaying, he brought 
Jeſus forth, and ſat down in the 
judgment-ſeat, in a place that 
is called the pavement, butin 
the Hebrew, Gabbatha. And 


it was the preparation of the 


paſſover, and about the ſixth 
hour: and he ſaith unto the 
Jews, Behold your king. But 
they cried out, Away with 
him, away with him, crucify 
him. Pilate ſaith unto them, 
Shall I crucify your king? The 
chief prieſts anſwered, We 
have no king but Ceſar. Then 
delivered he him therefore un- 
to them to be crucified: and 
they took Jeſus and led him a- 
way. And he bearing his croſs, 
went forth into a place called

the place of a skull; which is 
called in the Hebrew, Golgo- 
tha. Where they crucified 
him, and two other with him, 
on either fide one, and Jeſus 
in the midſt. And Pilate wrote 
a title, and put it on the croſs: 
and the writing was, JEsus oF 
| NazakETH THE. RING or 
THE Jews, This title then 
read many of the Jews : for the 
Place-where Jeſus was crucified 
was nigh to the city, and it 
was written in Hebrew, and 
Greek, and Latin. Then faid 


the chiefprieſts of the Jews to 


Pilate, Write not, The king 


of the Jews, but that he ſaid, 


Iam king of the Jews. Pilate 
anſwered, What I have writ- 
ten, I have written. Then the 
ſoldiers, when they had cruci- 
fied Jeſus, took his garments 
(and made four parts, to every 
ſoldier a parc) and alſo his coat: 
now. the coat was without 
ſeam, woven from the top 
throughout. They faid there- 
fore among themſelves, Let us 
not rent it, but caſt lots for it, 
whoſe it ſhall be: that the 
ſcripture might be fulfilled, 
which faith, They parted my 
raiment among them, and for 

veſture they did caſt lots. 
Theſe things therefore the ſol- 
diers did.

filled a ſpunge with vinegar, , 


and put it upon hyſſope, and 
put it to his mouth. When 
Jeſus therefore had received 
the vinegar, he ſaid, It is fini- 
ſhed: and he bowed his head, 
and gave up the ghoſt. The 
Jews therefore becauſe it was 
the preparation, that the bo- 
dies ſhould not remain upon 
the croſs on the ſabbath- day 
(for that ſabbath-day was an 
high day) beſought Pilate that 
their legs might be broken, and 
that they might be taken away. 


Then came the ſoldiers, and N 


brake the legs of the firſt, and 
of the other which was crucifi- 
ed with him. But when they 


came to Jeſus, and ſaw. that he 


was. dead already, they brake 
not his legs. But one of the 
ſoldiers with a ſpear pierced his 
fide, and forthwith came there 
out, blood and water. And 
he that ſaw it, bare record,and 
his record. is. true: and he 


knoweth that he ſaith true, that 


e might believe, For theſe

things were done, that the 


ſeripture ſbould be fulfilled, A 


bone of him ſhall: not be bro- 
ken. And again another ſcrip- 
ture ſaith, They ſhall look on 
him whom they pierced. And 
after this, Joſeph of Arimathea 
(beinga diſciple of Jeſus, but 


ſecretly for fear of the Jews) 


beſought Pilate that he might 
take away the body of Jeſus; 
and Pilate. gave him leave: 
he came therefore and took 
the body of Jeſus. And there 
came alſo Nicodemus, which 
at the firſt came to Jeſus by 
night, and brought a. mixture 
of myrrhe and aloes, about an 
hundred pound weight. Then 
took they the body of Jeſus, 


and wound it in linen clothes, 


with the ſpices, as the manner 
of the Jews is to bury. Now 
in the place where he was cru- 
cified, there was a garden,and 
in the garden a new ſepulchre, 
wherein was never man yet 
laid. There laid they Jeſus 
therefore, becauſe of the Jews

And he was three days with- 
out fight, and neither did eat 
nor drink. And there was a 
certain diſciple at Damaſcus, 
named Ananias, and to him 
ſaid the Lord in a viſion, Ana- 
nias. And he ſaid, Behold, I 
am here, Lord. And the Lord 
faid unto him, Ariſe, and go 
into the ſtreet, which is called 
Straight, and enquire in the 
houſe of Judas, for one called 
Saul of Tarſus: for behold, he

Wherefore the People 
are to de admoniſhed, that it is moſt convenient that Baptiſm ſhould 
not be miniſtred but upon Sundays and other Holy-days, when the moſ 
number of People may come together, as well for that the Congrega-

priſm of Infants, every man preſent may be put in remembrance of his 
ewn Profeſſion made to God in his Baptiſm.

Foraſiucſ as all mortal men be ſubject to many ſudden perils, diſea- 
ſes, and ſickneſſes, and ever uncertain what time they ſhall de- 
part out of this life: therefore to the intent they may be always in a rea- 
dineſs to die whenſoever it ſhall pleaſe Almighty God to call them, the 
Presbyters or Curates ſhall diligently from time to time, but ſpecially 
in the plague time, exhort their Pariſhioners to the oft receiving (in the 
Church) of the holy Communion of the body and blood of our Saviour WM 4 
Chriſt: which if they do, they ſhall have no cauſe in their ſudden 
viſitation to be unquiet for lack of the ſame. But if the ſick perſon be 
not able to come to the Church, and yet is deſirous to receive the Com- 
munion in his houſe, then he muſt give knowledge over, night, or elſi 
early in the morning, to the Presbyter or Curute, fugnifying alſo how 
many be appointed to communicate with him and having a conveni- 
ent place in the ſick mans houſe, where the Presbyter or Curate may 
reverently miniſter, and a ſufficient number, at leaſt two or three to
